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CHAPTER 381.
BOUNDARIES OF CAPITOL EXTENSION.

S. P. 585.

AN ACT to amend section fourteen hundred-tl (1400-t1) of the supplement to the code,
1913, relating to boundaries of capitol extension.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SEcTION 1. Capitol extension — boundaries. That section four-
teen hundred-tl1 (1400-t1) of the supplement to the code, 1913, be
and the same is hereby amended by striking out in the seventh (7th),
eighth (8th) and ninth (9th) lines thereof the words “the alley
between Locust Street and Grand Avenue, thence easterly along the
north line of said alley between Locust Street and”, and inserting after
the words “Grand Avenue” in the ninth (9th) line thereof the words
“thence easterly along the north line of Grand Avenue”.

CHAPTER 382.
CRIMINAL SYNDICALISM.

8. F. 281,

AN ACT defining the crime of criminal syndicalism and prescribing punishment therefor.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. Term defined — advocacy of doctrine. Criminal syn-
dicalism is the doctrine which advocates crime, sabotage, violence or
other unlawful methods of terrorism as-a means of accomplishing
industrial or political reform. The advocacy of such doctrine,
whether by word of mouth or writing, is a felony punishable as in
this act otherwise provided.

SEC. 2. Criminal syndicalism — specific forms employed — felony
— punishment.” Any person who:

A. By word of mouth or writing, advocates or teaches the duty,
necessity or propriety of crime, sabotage, violence or other unlawful
methods of terrorism as a means of accomplishing industrial or poli-
tical reform; or '

B. Prints, publishes, edits, issues or knowingly circulates, sells,
distributes or publicly displays any book, paper, document or written
matter in any form, containing or advocating, advising or teaching
the doctrine that industrial or political reform should be brought
about by crime, sabotage, violence or other unlawful methods of
terrorism; or

C. Openly, willfully and deliberately justifies, by word of mouth
or writing, the commission or the attempt to commit crime, sabotage,
